REPORT from the GENERAL-MEETING of ACK WwORTH-SsCHOOL, 
held by Adjournment in London the 16th of 5th Month, 1785. 


An Inventory of the Eſtate and Effects, with the Particulars of the Debts due to, and 
owing by, the Inſtitution was made out at the End of laſt Year. A State of the Ac- 
counts we herewith lay before you, by which it appears, that the Stock in Favour of 
the Inſtitution then was 6870 J. 19s. 84d. excluſive of 3850. ſubſcribed for 
Annuities of 5 per Cent. on the Life of the Subſcribers, and Nominees; and the 
Legacy of our late Friend John Fothergill of 100/. per Annum for one Year unexpired, 

and 50/, per Annum in Perpetuity. 


The Number of Children then in the School were 182 Boys and 141 Girls. There were 

alſo 31 Children on the Liſt waiting for Admiſſion, |

Annexed is an Account of Annual and other Contributions received in the Year 1784, 
amounting to 1896/. os. 6d. (5o/. of which was a Legacy from our Friend James 
Birkett, of Lancaſter, which is properly ſecured agreeably to a Minute made laſt Year), 
and the Amount of Collections ſince brought in, is 84/7. 175. 9d. but ſome few of 
the Counties not having remitted their Subſcriptions, they are recommended to do it 
as ſoon as convenient; and the Counties in general are deſired to continue their Care 
to ſend them up within the Year.

by the Payment of 7000/7. the purchaſe Money, we truſt the Vearly-Meeting will 
think it expedient to continue the Recommendation of further Aid to this Eſtabliſh- 
ment; eſpecially when we conſider that the Benefit thereof has already been extenſively 

felt, and the School continues to be conducted in a Manner very ſatis factory. |
